Plea for an Unbiased Jury: A Review

How sincere is the+United States about 
disarmamen? With the United Nations Gen. 
eral Assembly planning to discuss general and 
complete disarmament, are the American 
people ready to accept the result of any fruit- 
ful negotiations? There is little indication 
that the UN discussion will have more result 
than the Geneva ‘test ‘ban talks. especially 
when the American public shows’ no stomach 
for facing the risks involved in any form of 
disarmament agreement, 

Critics who say “Disarmament is like the 
weather, evéryone talks about it but no one 
inten@s to do anything,” are generally as guilty 
as those they criticize: Not so, Dr. John C 
Livingston. His “Case for Unilateral Disarn)- 
ament” offers an alternative to the mass de- 
structiow toward which he feels our present 
strategic thinking in terms of massive retali- 
ation’ is leading 

_ Livingston urges that unilatteralism be 
discussed and entered into the dialogue of 


public debate; that it be taken seriously as a 
defensible position. “This is imperative be- 
cause until unilateral disarmament is recog- 
nized as a legitimate and defensible position. 
and its case seriously and honestly entertained, 
there can be no hope for even negottiated dis- 
armament. Unless we are prepared to recog- 
nize that a case can be made for incuring the 
risks associated with unilateral disarmament 
we Shall not be able to contemplate seriousity. 
the taking of those lesser risks for peace that 
any positive policy implies. ° 


Argument Based Against Retaliation 


Livingston bases his argument against 
massive retaliation on four premises: 1) the 
“palance of terror” rests 6n a distortion of 
the character of the threat of international 
communism; 2) here exists.a mistaken view 
of the nature of international polities and the 
condition for success in the contest for influ- 
ence; 3) the policies necetsitated by the arms 
race are incompatible with the long-range main- 
tenance of the democratic process; and 4) we 
are committed to a position which is mon- 
strously immoral. He states “The case for 
unilateralism hinges on how successful these 
contentions can be supported.”

Aids in Design of Highways 


One of the myriad of en- 
gineering machines that can 
be seen in the Engineering 
Wuilding is the Photogram- 
@etry machjne, which, ac- 
eording to its operator, E. G. 
Farrington, photogrammetrist 
for the State Division of High- 
ways, enables the user to draw 
@ topographic map of the land. 


The machine works in this 
Way: an airplane flies over a 
certain area of land at a pre- 
determined altitude and takes 
overlapping pictures with a 
stereo camera. These nega- 
tives are then developed and 
transferred to a light sensi- 


tive sheet of glass which is 
known as a diapositive. 
The diapositives are then 


Placed on the photogrammetry 
machine, and light is projec- 
ted through red and blue fii- 


ters onto the two overlap- 
ping diapositives, The oper- 
ator wears red an blue len- 
ged glasses (like the old 3-D 


@iasses) and in semi-darkness 
@ligns identical features from 
each diapositive. The operator 
then establishes horizontal 
@nd vertical control—the hori- 
@ontal distances and vertical 
elevations having been es- 
tablished by a field crew. 

He then the machine 
to a determined elevation 
and*by moving a point of 
light to that elevation on 
the third disnension projection, 
he can trace onto a sheet of 
Paper, a determined elevation 
throughout the topographic 
features of the land. Other 
topographic features such as 
trees, roads, houses and fen- 
@es can also be located. 

Aids Design 

By means of these drawings, 
which are to the scale of 
1” equals 50’, cross section 
drawings of the land where a 
roadway is proposed can be 
plotted, helping im a final 
roadway design. 

Now under construction in

@ new hydraulics laboratory 
where the students can study 
and see illustrated the prop- 
erties of fluid flow. They can 
either see the flow of fluids 
through a pipeline or through 
an open channel.

pal Utility District has on 
the upper American River 
Project . The Pelton Wheel 
is. used in the manu- 
facture of electric power 
in much the same way .as 
is the Francis Wheel which 
is currently in use in Shasta 
Dam. The onrushing water 
strikes either the Pelton or 


Francis Wheel causing them 
to rotate, thereby turning a 
shaft which turns a generator 
to create electrical power.

Made evident at the first Board of Direc- 
tors meetings of the fall term is the urgent 
need for a new set of bylaws to more closely 
define the operation of Sacramento State Col- 
lege government. 

Dissension which has resulted from dif- 
fering opinions of the powers of the student 
body president is only one of the conflicts 
certain to arise due to vague composition of 


the current constitution. The clause which 
would be more appropriate @$.an Overall guid- 


ing principle, is instead a bseetion under 
Article 4: “The Board of rectors, as the 
executive and legislative body of the ASSSC. 


shall be responsible for and ve jurisdiction 
in the supervision and lation of the affairs, 
policies, properties, and conduct of the ASSSG.” 
Just exactly how many separate powers of 
the president does this all-encompassing dec- 
laratien overrule? 


Discrepancies may also be found With re- 
gard to the Board of Justice. The bylaws 
state that appeal of Board of Justice decisions 
may be made to the Board of Directors, but 
it is up te precedent as to what may be con- 
sidered grounds for appeal and for granting 
of an appeal Is it possible that the BOD 
would even consider itself caable of sitting 
as a judicial body for a disputed case? And. 
if so, are there legal means to protest such 
an act, which wouki immediately negate any 
worthwhile powers of the justice board?

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Under Article 7, section 1 of the bylaws. 
the president is given the suthority to “ap- 
paint such coordinators as he deems neces ary.” 
However, in the ASSSC policies under miscel- 
Isneous duties of the student council {BOD) is 
a clause that makes it the duty’ of the ASSSC 
president to, “with the approval of two-thirds 
of the Board of Directors,” fil} appointive offices 
of the ASSC by the beginning of the fall sem- 
ester. It would seem then, that the conserva- 
tive element could ask to approve all appoint- 
ments which they wished to term “ 5 
offices.”’ 

At the third meeting of the 1961-62 of- 
ficers, held Wednesday, two previous appoint- 
ments were rescinded because in the ASSSC 
polices on Board of Finance membership (Ar- 
ticle 6, sub-section 2) is the statement that 
two members of the Board are to be “appointed 
by the Board of Directors.’ The same two 
appointments which had recently been “made 
by the president with the approval of the 
Poard”, were then nominated by a member of 
the council and approva! voted. Obviously. 
efficiency is badly impaired by the clumsy 
wording of documents now in effect.

Whether the worst results of 
atomic war are compared with 
the worst results of unilat- 
eral disarmament, the alter- 
natives are a communist-ruled 
world or no world at all. Liv- 
ingston does not advocate 
surrender, but he points out 
“Communist rule by armed 
force would be completely 
fatal to the civilized values 
of life and the continued 
struggle for human decency 
and human freedom.” 

For his second point, Liv- 
ingston contends there exists 
a mistaken view of the new 
nature of international poli- 
ties. “The great powerful na- 
tions of the world no longer 
struggle for power with armed 
might as the final arbiter. The 





the question of whether com- 
munists are susceptible to 
moral deterrents “Increas- 
ingly the evidence seems to 
me to be that communists 
understand and are respond- 
ing to the ‘moral ferce’ exer- 
ted by the ‘backward’ and 
uncommitted peopies .. .’ This 
line of reasoning was weak- 
ened by the Russian willing- 
ness to suffer international 
disapproval for cold war 
gains, by resuming nuclear 
tests. 

Livingston, for his third 
point, refers to Kennedy’s de- 
mand for self-censorship by 
the press in favor of the na- 
tional interest America is 
involved in a game of duplic- 
ity and secrecy which forces 
our government to lie to us 
as weli as the rest of the 
world. When a few persons 
are able to select what the 
public should know and what 
they should not know then 
we are destroying, in 
long run, the very freedoms 
we are trying to preserve. 
This third point is as much 
an argument for a moral 
foreign policy as it is a part 
of the case for unilateralism. 

Author Excels In Moral 

Discussion 

As is the case in most argu- 
ments for unilatteral disarm- 
ament, the discussion of the 
moral aspects of the arms 
race is the area in which the 
author excels, “It is no long- 
er possible to argue that nu- 
clear retaliation to an attack 
is €@ means to normal ends: it 
has become itself the “end”. 
It is not simply an act that we 
make for ourselves; it is a 
decisién to destroy the past 
and future, as well as the 
present.” 

It is not the intent of this 
review to merely summarize 
Dr. Livingston's paper and 
deliver it to the reader in di- 
gest form; such a job is im- 
poss.ble, Rather, it is hoped 
that this review will simulate 
further invesigation.

Ultimate Space 
-- Vehicle 


Malibu AP—The first pub- 
lic demonstration of an ion 
engine, tiny device expected 
to have a major role in future 
space travel, was held today. 

Seientists at Hughes Air- 
craft Company’s research lab- 
oratory put through it paces a 
small model generating less 
than a pound of thrust. 

They called it the ultimate 
device in space propulston 
one that some day could send 
space craft hurtling at two 
million miles per day. 

The small experimental de- 
vice demonstrated, so light it 
is portable, consisted of a 
deughnut like outer ring, with 
an inner core and studded 
with various gadgets. 

It is totally unlike conven- 
tional rockets being fired into 
Space today. They burn fuel. 
generating tremendous thrust 
to lift heavy loads. But they 
exhaust their fuel rapidly and 
have to coast through space. 

Ton engines obtain their 
thrust by ejecting a stream of 
tiny subatomic particles — 
ions and electrons. The thrust 


is weak, but continuous.

Comments on Integration 


“I had expected that inte- 
gration would take place in 
New Orleans with much less 
violence and more case.” This 
was the comment of Dr. Floyd 


McAlister, pew member of 
the Sacramento State College 
English department, who tau- 
ght at Tulane University dur- 


ing the recent integration 
difficulties in Louisiana. 
McAlister added that he 


feit that the integrated schools 
had been in the more prox- 
perous areas of New Orleans 
rather than in the low eco- 
nomic area,the violence would 
have been cunsiderably less: 
Among he students at Tu- 
lane, he explained, feelings 
were divided about half-and- 
half. “The students were 
mostly southern, with about 
#0 per cent from the North 
or East. The southern stu- 
dents weré put on the defen- 
sive aid became devil's advo- 
cates against the Northern 
attitude just to support the 
south in general. The student 
paper, he added, was violently 
anti-integration, and Liberal 
students eventually organized 
their own paper.” 
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But the Tulane faculty he 
felt, was pretty liberal. “The 
talk around coffee was abat 
the same as it is here al-~ 
though in classes the faculty 
might not have spoken so 
readilv. It was too hot an 
issue.” 

McAlister is a native of 
Arkansas and did his under- 
graduate work at the Univers- 
ity of Arkdamsas. His gradu- 
ate work was done at the 
University of Minnesota, 
where he taught for four 
years while getting his degree 
He chose Milton studies for 
his thesis topic and now 
specializes in teaching 17th 
century literature.
